If they were capable of deserving either of these 
imputations, they would show the nselves unworthy 
of the contidence of the church, and altogether un- 
fit to guard the holy administration of its discipline 
which is committed to their care.

President's Message. - 

After a brief introductton, in which the President 
alludes to the unparalled Prosperity of our country 
and the obligations we are under to acknowledge 
with deep reverence the manifestations of the Di- 
vine protectien, he proceeds at once to the affairs of 
the United States with Mexico, which he discusses 
atlength. He contends that the wanton violation 
of the rights of person and property of our citizens 
committed by Mexieo, her repeated acts of bad 
faith, through a long series of years, and her disre- 
gard of solemn treaties stipulating for mdemnity to 
our imjared citizens, not only constituted ample 
onuse for war on our part, byt were of sach an ag- 
eravated character as would have justified us before 
the whole world in resorting to this extreme reme- 
dy. “With an anxious desire to avoid a rupture be- 
tween the two countries, we forbore’ for years to 
assert our clear rights by force, and continued to 


found that no good results have been realized from 
| this measure, and orders have been sentto Gener- 
, als Taylor and Scott to draw supplies for the army 
| from the enemy ; a measure which has thus far 
| been found impracticable. The amount realized
